To see if the Town will vote to have the Appraisal Division of the Department of 
Revenue Administration conduct a complete revaluation starting in 1985 or thereafter and to 
raise and appropriate ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to be placed in the Capital Reserve Fund 
established for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) to be placed in the Capital Reserve Fund to be used for unemployment 
benefits should the necessity arise. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose 
of removing the most dangerous gravel bars from the Gale River which threatens Streeter Pond 
Road and to appoint the Selectmen as agents to administer the fund and to raise and appropriate 
two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) to be placed in said fund. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to receive and spend 
monies which may be received from Federal and State Agencies, including the 1985 Highway 
Block Grant. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate all the funds to be received from 
Federal Revenue Sharing in 1985 for the Meetinghouse repair. (Approximately $6,000.00) 


ARTICLE 11. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eleven thousand 
dollars ($11,000.00) as Sugar Hill’s share of the installation of a 240 compactor, (2) 40 yard closed 
top compaction containers, site work, and installation at Franconia-Sugar Hill-Kaston Solid 
Waste Transfer Station. 


Tosee if the Town will give some indication of how they wish the Selectmen to 
proceed in response to the Street Light Committee report. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-four 
thousand dollars ($24,000.00) for purchase of a new highway truck, and to authorize twelve 
thousand dollars ($12,000.00) to be raised by current taxation and authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow on the credit of the Town the balance of the sum of money so raised and appropriated for 
this purpose, and to authorize the issue of serial notes or bonds of the Town under and in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act or any other enabling authority, 
delegating to the Board of Selectmen the discretion of fixing the date, maturities, denominations, 
the interest rate, or discount rate in the case of notes, the place of payment, the form and other 
details of said bonds or notes and providing for the sale thereof. 


ARTICLE 14. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eleven thousand 
one hundred dollars ($11,100.00) for the purchase of a new Police Cruiser and to authorize five 
thousand five hundred dollars ($5,500.00) to be raised by current taxation and authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow on the credit of the Town the balance of the sum of money so raised and 
appropriated for this purpose, and to authorize the issue of serial notes or bonds of the Town 
under and in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act or any other enabling 
authority, delegating to the Board of Selectmen the discretion of fixing the date, maturities, 
denominations, the interest rate, or discount rate in the case of notes, the place of payment, the 
form and other details of said bonds or notes and providing for the sale thereof. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes.

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LIBRARIAN'S 1984 REPORT 


As a member of the North Country Library Co-op, the Richardson Memorial Library is able to 
take advantage of large group discounts from the book distributor, common problems can be 
shared, ideas for furthering library aims are exchanged, and programs are sponsored at least 
twice a year for the children of the member towns. 


This year, in addition to programs for children, the North Country Library Co-op. in conjunction 
with the White Mountain School and the New Hampshire Council on the Humanities has 
sponsored Bradford Smith, historian-in-residence, whose headquarters is at the Littleton Town 
Hall. His project is to develop a greater understanding and appreciation of local history on the part 
of the North Country. So far, as part of his research, he has developed and given several illustrated 
talks on “Lost Places: Abandoned Sites in the North Country.” 


The library provides a story hour regularly to the children of The Crapo Memorial School who 
charge out books and learn library procedures. There are few children in Sugar Hill who take 
advantage of the facilities of the library perhaps due to the fact their parents are too busy to come 
in, and therefore no transportation is provided for those not within walking distance. 


Although the Bookmobile and Book Van services have been discontinued due to budget cuts in 
the State Library, the library can fill requests for special books and Large Print books through an 
excellent Inter-Library loan system. Books can be delivered to shut-ins. 


In November, the Polaroid Corporation generously donated two instant cameras to the 
Richardson Memorial Library. The cameras can be checked out like other library materials. The 
patron supplies his or her own film. This free program is offered by the Polaroid Corporation in 
cooperation with the American Library Association. 


The Gladys Jesseman Memorial Award was given this year to Steven Aldrich who is majoring in 
mechanical engineering at the University of New Hampshire. The Award, in the amount of 
$100.00, is given each year in memory of Gladys Jesseman, former trustee, to a graduating high 
school senior from Sugar Hill. 


The library is very appreciative of the generous donations of money from the Sugar Hill 
Improvement Association, the Willing Workers and the White Mountain Garden Club. Patrons 
also donated books which were most welcome. These donations help to keep the library’s budget 
within reasonable limits as long as no major repairs are necessary. 


The Librarian wishes to extend her appreciation and thanks to Elaine Burpee, Assistant 
Librarian, for her excellent work in managing the library while the Librarian was on leave due to 
illness. The Trustees, who are very supportive, are thanked for their cooperation. The library 
welcomes suggestions for improving its services to the community.

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CAROLINA CRAPO MEMORIAL FUND 


The trustees of the fund are pleased to report that net results for the year showed an increase in 
the total asset value of the investment portfolio to $185,740.99 as of December 31, 1984, up from 
$124,481.39 at the end of 1983, a gain of 9%. 


Cash income, most of which was reinvested in mutual fund shares, amounted to $11,300.12, up 
from $10,450.66 in 1983. 


At a June meeting the trustees voted by majority to completely revise the fixed value assets 
(reserves) of the trust, thereby locking in an exceptionally high return over the ensuing fourteen 
years. All but a token amount was withdrawn from the Indian head Bank NOW account. The 
Savers Bank Freedom account was closed out, and the Babson Fund Income shares were 
redeemed. The proceeds were invested in zero coupon bonds with a maturity value of $294,000.00 
at a cost of $41, 874.42. The difference between cost and maturity value represents an annual yield 
to maturity of 13.5% compounded. 


These bonds are obligations of the U. S. Treasury and will matureon May 15, 1999, three months 
before the termination of this trust.

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SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Another busy year for the Sugar Hill Fire Department! As reported last year, literally 
hundreds of hours went into planning for the purchase of the new fire engine. With the approval of 
the purchase at Town Meeting, the work really began. We checked and re-checked our plans and 
figures and submitted the contracts. In August, on time and within the budget, Sugar Hill took 
delivery of a 1250 gpm pumper from Emergency One Corporation in Florida. The apparatus is 
mounted on a 1984 GMC Top Kick chassis powered by a Caterpillar diesel. Since its arrival, the 
membership has been undergoing extensive training in its use. To date, it is performing beyond 
our expectations. We invite everyone to stop in and see the new truck as we feel it is a piece of 
equipment of which the town can be justifiably proud. 


Training has again been a top priority. We have had regularly scheduled training sessions twice 
each month. There have also been several special sessions with the new engine. Most of our 
members attended at least one full-day training session at various fire schools. Finally, four of our 
members passed the 96 hour state firefighter certification course bringing our total to six certified 
firefighters. Finally, we have one member training now to be an EMT. In all, well over 500 hours 
went into training in the past year. 


Several members of the fire department also represented the town at firemans musters in 
Woodsville, Plymouth, and Waterville Valley. Also attended were water polo contests in Bradford, 
VT. and at the Haverhill Fair. Among the trophies brought home was a third place for our first 
womens team made up of wives and friends. 


In terms of actual firefighting, it was also a busy year with the department responding to some 
23 calls. These calls covered the full spectrum from chimney fires and brush fires to structure 
fires. Fortunately, damage was kept toa minimum here in Sugar Hill. In all, over 300 hours were 
spent at actual fire calls. This brings up another point .. . several of our calls were false alarms 
from automatic alarm systems. We applaud the fire awareness displayed in the installation of 
these alarms, but also request a little help. If you have installed an alarm, please let us know. Also, 
if you areaway frequently, please give us the name of a person whom we may contact in the event of 
an alarm. Finally, no alarm system will save your house if we are unable to get there because of a 
driveway clogged with snow. Your assistance in this matter will help to make your new alarm 
serve you even better. Thanks. 


Finally, we’d like to point out that the department does all of its own vehicle maintenance. With 
four trucks, this amounts to a great deal of time... 400 or 500 hoursa year. To those members who 
volunteer their time we owe a special thank you. If you’d like to help, feel free to contact any 
department member or stop in at the station. Our meetings are held on the first and third 
Wednesday of each month at 7:00 P.M.

A major problem that we are still faced with is petty theft which we are finding is directly 
connected with a drug problem. 


We were successful in making a good hit towards putting local dealers out of business with some 
38 indictments in Superior Court, most of which were for the sale of Cocaine. It’s a good start and 
only a start because we are not finished as yet. 


Home burglaries are almost a thing of the past for usand we are going to pursue it until it is only 
history. - 


The major portion of our calls are now service type calls, stranded motorists, assist to persons for 
advice on personal problems, etc. We are very happy tobe able toassist in this type of service to the 
public. 


We, the police, feel that we are now beginning to see the light at the end of the tunnel and the 
fruits of our efforts, but only because of the support of you, the people we work for. Each year seems 
to be getting better than the one before. Crime is down and so are the accidents. Thank You.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Report of the Forest Land Study Committee 


The special committee was appointed to study alternative uses for the 100 acre parcel of land 
located off the Center District Road and which was deeded in 1974 to Franconia College. When the 
college ceased to exist, ownership of the subject parcel reverted automatically to the Town under 
the management and control of the Sugar Hill Conservation Commission. 


Restrictive covenants running with the land prohibit any subdivision or development. 


A forester from the Cooperative Extension Service examined the property and was of the 
opinion that there is good forestry potential. 


This Committee determined that the best course of action is to proceed with a forest 
management plan in order to obtain optimum benefit from the land under the existing 
circumstances. Any proceeds from periodic forest harvest would be placed in trust for the use of 
the Conservation Commission.

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STREET LIGHT COMMITTEE 


We have made a detailed study of the Town of Sugar Hill street lighting system, presently 
consisting of 95 lights, giving consideration to the need for each light as presently located, and have 
arrived at the following conclusion. 


First, we recommend that some street lighting be retained because of consideration of: 
1. Town security 
2. Traffic safety 
3. Assistance to business establishments 


Secondly, we recommend the removal of all lights which do not come under the above classes 1, 2, 
or 3. 


We recommend the retention of 30 present lamps of PSNH, lamp sizes #111, 140 and 141 (located 
as per table one) and the modification of all 30 lamps to be 50 watt, 4000 lumen HIGH PRESSURE 
SODIUM type (having a slight orange tint). 


A. The yearly operating cost of energy and maintenance for the 30 sodium 
lamps would be $1, 872.00. 


B. The remaining life cost of the 95 lamps being removed would be $3,164.00. 


C. The cost of modifying 30 fixtures to 50 watt, 4000 lumen High Pressure 
Sodium is estimated to be approximately $3,996.00. 


These lamps give approximately four times the light output in lumens of the present #111 
incandescent 75 watt lamps for one-third less wattage input. 


D. Total one-time cost to the Town would be $7,160.00 (the total of $3,164.00 
remaining life cost for 95 existing lamps plus $8,996.00 modification cost for 30 
lamps). 


Yearly operating cost would be $1,872.00 as stated in “A” above. 


The yearly operating cost will have been reduced from $8,179.68 to $1,872.00 
which represents a highly effective reduction of 77%. 


F. The annual savings in operating cost, beginning in the first year, 
amounting to $6,307.68, would pay for the one-time capital cost of $7,160.00 in 
18.62 months. 


The above figures are based on present Public Service Co. of NH estimated cost for labor and 
material, and energy at the present rate structure. 


Our approach to the safety angle has been to retain lights where potential hazards exist due to 
presence of intersections, dead ends, or sharp turns, with the object of warning traffic of some 


change or danger coming up. In our consideration, minor turns in the road and culverts were not 
considered for lighting. 


We have not undertaken to provide sufficient illumination for pedestrians at night. It is our 
opinion that the town cannot be held responsible for accidents or injuries resulting from persons 
walking on the roads or sidewalks at night in areas that may be dangerous, as we feel they should 
be using portable lights. 


One committee member, Rachel Brown, opposes our recommendation on the following grounds: 
“I cannot concur in any recommendation for the removal of specific street lights where no 
consideration has been given to pedestrian safety and no investigation has been made to discover 
hazardous-to-pedestrains situations which could be compounded by removal of lights.”
